@ special commission of inquiry to look into the 
helicopter crash on Friday which claimed the lives 
of eight men — one of the worst accidents in the 
history of the Israel Alr Force. The eight were 
Killed at the Mahanayim airfield in Galilee on 
Friday when two helicopters which had returned 
from on operational mission crashed several hun- 
dred feet above the runway. One of the helicopters 
exploded on impact after spinning to the ground, 
while the second managed to land safely.

The two aircraft collided in mid-air when the 
under-carriage of one of the helicopters, flying 
several metres above the other, touched the lower 
machine’s rotor. Apparently while landing the pilots 
allowed themselves to enter blind spots where one 
could not see the other, coming in too close and 
crashing into each other.

Dayan: Our hands are not tied, 


despite bid for Syria accord ©

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
sald yesterday that, despite our de- 
Sire to reach ἃ political settlement 
with Syria, Israel's hands are not 
tied. He did not think the Syrians 
would open an all out war, before 
the disengagement talks resume by 
the end of this week. 

Mr. Dayan warned that the 
Syrians would find Israel ready 
with a proper response to whatever 
acts they are contemplating. "Their 
casualties so far are much heavier 
than ours, beyond any comparison, 
although we do not publish Syrian 
casualty figures,” he said in an 
interview on tha radio's 
News Magazine.”

“I am confident that we will 
reach the negotiating table with 
our position as firm as before,” he 
said, stressing that the Syrians 
woukl not succeed in their attempt 
to get more concessions out of 
Israel under military pressure; “In 
conducting the war in the north, 
Israel is being guided by its desire 
not to upset or undermine in any 
memner prospects for a political 
settlement with Syria.” 

He said that if there had not 
been any chance for such a politi- 
cal settlement, we would have con- 
ducted the war quite differently. 

Dayan said the fighting on the 
Syrian front was basically a static 
war, except for the Mount Hermon 


region, where the Syrians hed been 
trying to gain territory in the 
battlefield, without negotiations.

at Syria's initiative, he said. How- 
ever, Syria was not osing its 
maximum fire power: “It ig not re- 
strained, but controlled firing on 
their part,” he explained. 

Dayan said he was still encour- 
aged by the fact that despite the 
continuous fighting, Syria sent its 
representatives -- equipped with 
maps and a detailed plan — to Wash- 
ington for disengagement talks with 
Dr. Henry Kissinger. “They made

KISSINGER SEES DINITZ

Israeli sources reported that the 
Secretary “gave no counselling or 
advice to take a passive posture.” 
But Kissinger’s attitude was gen- 
erally consistent with a statement 
he later issued in Atlanta, where 
he is attending a meeting of the 
Organization of American States, 
in effect calling op bath. sides to 
show restraint. ;

Gur: Will keep 
Syrians out 


The new Chief of Staff, Rav-Aluf 
Mordechat Gur, said on Friday 
night the Government was deter- 
mined not to let the Syrians cap- 
ture any territory held by Israel. 

"Tg the enemy had captured the 
Hermon peak,” he told Jerusalem’s 
Vocal Newspaper, “we would be 
forced to negotiate from a position 
of weakness.”

‘Hot air’ helps overcome 
Syria’s missile barrier

LONDON. — Western military ex- 
Perts believe that the Russian-made 
Sam missile system's overwhelming 
superiority in the skies over the 
Middle East has been vastly reduced 
if not broken, according to the re- 
ports in the British press yester- 

day. 

“One reason for tthe return by is- 
rael to relfance on air power in the 
Syrian border conflict could lle in 
new developments. for defeating 
anti-aircraft missiles. 

Reports in the Lebanese papers 
including .“An-Nahar” were quoted 
as stating that Israeli Phantoms are 
having a high degree of success in 
avoiding Sam-6 missiles dn strikes 
over Mount Hermon by releasing 
decoy balloons. 


An eye-witness description by a 
Lebanese reporter of one of the bal- 
loons misl a missile is accom- 
panied by the information, attribut- 
ed to a military expert, that in the 
past two days Israel has used these 
decoys on a large seale. The bal- 
loons are described as providing a 
substitute for the missile to follow. 

“Ag Nahar” said its reporters in 
south Lebanon saw Israeli planes 
drop “about 100” of these devices 
during Friday's intensive air action. 
It said the balloons, apparently pro- 
vided by the Americans, emit heat. 
thus attracting the missiles away 
from the Israeli aircraft. 

A British expert on electronic 
counter-measures suggested that the 
‘method was probably different. He 
said Soviet Sam-6 built in radar 
Buidace units could be confused by 


releasing a balloon with a coating of 
radioactive refiecting material. 


It is thought that the Israel army 


captured the launchers, missiles and ; 


radar-guidance equipment of the 
various Sam missiles and that mili- 
tary scientists both in Israel and the 
U.S. have been working to devise 
effective counter-measures. Many 
special materials were being deve- 
loped in the U.S. for this purpose. 
Balloons of plastic compounds, be- 
tween 12 and 18 inches in diameter, 
could appear to a radar to be as 
big as an aircraft. 

Their technique is known as Ra- 
dar Echo Enhancement, and the bal- 
loons are being carried in electronic 
counter-measures pods or canisters 
strapped beneath Phantoms and 
other jets, it is reported.

Dayan charged the Soviet Union 
with “pouring oil on the bonfire,” 
saying he was not at all certain 
the Russians really want the situa- 
tion to quiet down. ‘The Soviet Union 
does not particularly like Dr. Kis- 
singer’s monopolistic position in the 
disengagement talks," he added. 

Dayan expressed the hope that 


the fighting .in the north would his 


not bring Egypt back into the 
war, even though it was Syria's 
ally. But should an all out war with 
Syria erupt, Iraq and even Jordan 
could be expected to join, he said. 
Syria's efforts to take back the 
peak of Mount Hermon, which it 
lost in the October war, was not 
just a question of prestige — the 
Hermon peak is a most important 
observation point, from which one 
ean contro] the entire area. 
Speaking of the Israel Air Force's 
losses, caused by Syria's Soviet- 
made and Soviet-guided anti-aircraft 
missiles, Dayan said the missiles 
posed a difficult problem to ali air 
forces. “Even the Americans suf- 


fered from them in Vietnam... We 
can hit these missiles by using 
certain tactics and formations of 
planes, but with losses to our Air 
Force,” he said.

During Herod's reign and con- 
current with his expanded building 
projects, the palace in Jericho was 
also extended, and an entire ela- 
borate complex was built on both 
sides of Wadi Kelt. 

The American expeditions un- 
covered the expanded part of the 
palace south of Wadi Kelt. In addi~ 
tion to the 
southern tel, they excavated a 
magnificent artificial decorative gar- 
den which they called “the Sunk- 
en Garden.” North of Wadi Kelt, 
opposite the garden, they uncovered 
several walls. Most of the new ex- 
cavations concentrated on this area, 
with surprising results. 

A magnificent wing of the ex- 
panded palace was discovered, ap- 
parentiy constituting the main part 
of the palace. In addition, an ela- 
borate reception hall, a large bath- 
house, two spacious courts and 
numerous rooms were uncovered. 

The reception hall, 20x30 metres 
in dimension, was paved entirely 
on its construction with coloured 
stone tiles and marble, n various 
geometric designs. The tiles were 
apparently stolen in ancient times: 
however, the floor foundation ond 
the remains of the designs were al- 
most totally preserved. 

The bath-house, which was un- 
‘covered, consisted of five rooms. 
Four of them — the hot room, the 
warm room, the entrance and the 
dressing room — were only par- 
tially uncovered. Uncovered in its 
entirely was the cold room — frigi- 
darium ~— a circular hall of eight 
metres diameter, with round niches 
at its four “corners.” 

The second court, some 15x20 


metres, extended south of the bath- 


house and was surrounded by an 


ἡ arcade of Corinthian style columns; 


there is a decorative garden in its 
centre, This court was destroyed in 
an earthquake, epparently in the 


¥ days of the Second Temple, and 


all its columns were found in debris 
@bove the floor. 

Groups of rooms were discovered 
on both sides of the courtyard, in- 
cluding foyers -- expansive rooms 
which opened wide into the court- 
yard. 

Almost the entire palace, includ- 
ing its court and columns, were 
decorated with frescoes and stucco. 
AH the frescoes are geometric in 
design, moxtly of a marble slab 
type, In a wide range of bright 
colours.

Beershebans wait 


for telephones 


BEERSHEBA. — Nearly 8,000 re- 
Sidents in the Beersheba dialing 
zone are waiting for telephones to 
be installed in their homes — 5,000 
of them live in Beersheba proper — 
and it will be several years before 
most of them will get their phones. 


This was admitted on Friday by a 
Communication Ministry spokesman 
here, during a visit by the Minister.

The director, Professor Georgy 
Arbatov, told him on Friday that 
any attempt by either power to 
change the shape of society in the 
other could lead to great dangers 
in international relations. 

Soviet officials find it difficult to

On Friday Senator Kennedy called ἢ 
on the Soviet Union to negotiate = 


a comprehensive nuclear - test-ban 
treaty with the U.S. and agree to 
a moratorium on testing untii it 
can be achieved. 

He rebuked the Kremlin for its 
reluctance: to discuss its own nuc- 
lear policies openly, and said sec- 
recy had been responsible for new 
spirals in the arms race in the past. 

Senator Kennedy issued his ap- 
peals during an address to Soviet 
Specialists in North American af- 
fairs. 

He arrived in Moscow on Thurs- 
day night for a week-long tour of 
the Soviet Union, which he said 
was aimed mainly at increasing his 
knowledge of Soviet-American rela- 
tions.

Anti-Nixon group

officials obtained a court order to 
evict them as trespassers. 

The demonstrators marched out 
in single file from behind the doors 
they had chained shut when other 
visitors. -left the national saonument 
at "δ᾽ p.m. on Friday. 

A National Parks official read 

the court order to the protesters 
through the locked doors. As they 
emerged, the demonstrators chant- 
ed: “Organise to fight... on to 
Washington... Throw the bum 
out” They said their purpose was 
to gain publicity for future anti- 
Nixon demonstrations. 
“There are no charges, criminal 
or civil," said Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Thomas Cahill. He said that 
course was chosen because the pro- 
testers had left the statue without 
officials having had to use force. 


New York remembers 
ghetto uprismg 
NEW YORK (JTA).—Times Square 
was renamed Warsaw Ghetto Square 
on Friday in a proclamation by Ma- 
yor Abraham Beame to commemoar- 
ate the ghetto uprising 31 years 
ago. Abram Salomon. chairman of 
the Warsaw Ghetto Uprising Com- 
mittee, which sponsored the event, 
said the Warsaw Ghetto fighters 
“displayed a spirit that is eternal.” 


LONDON (JTA}. — “The Times” 
said In an editorial yesterday that 
“Clausewitz's doctrine that war is 
a continuation of. policy by other 
means is nowhere more devoutly be- 
lieved than in the Arab world. In all 
their fighting against Israel since 
October 6 last year, the Arabs have 
firmly subordinated their military 
objectives to political ones.” 

The paper said that the same 
logic could be seen in the barbarous 
slaughter at Kiryat Shmona. This 
was indefensible in terms of any 
humanistic morality, but its objec- 
tive was none the less clearly poli- 
tical rather than military. 

“The Arab extremists believe that 
they can in the long run destroy 
Israel by subjecting its population 
to permanent insecurity. Since the 
rationale of Zionism is the provision 
of a safe haven for a persecuted 
people, these Arabs believe they can 
counter it by proving that Jews are 
less safe in Israel than anywhere 
else in the world. 


ATLANTA.— Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger told the Org- 
anization of American States 
(OAS) yesterday that the worid 
had “seen enough of pressure 
groups” and ca for a spirit of 
global cooperation. 

In his 24-page report to the OAS, 
Kissinger amplified on his desire 
for a “new dialogue” between the 
U.S, and Latin America, but he said 
it “would mot be a concession hy 
the U.S. but rather one in which all 
parties “convene as equals." He 
made no mention of the most divi- 
sive issue In intra-hemlsphere rele- 
tions — Cuba. 

“Our special relationship cannot 
mean the formation of an exclusive 
bloc,” Kissinger said. “The world 
has already seen enough of pressure 
groups, exclusive spheres and dis- 
criminatory arrangements.”

‘Syria’s aims political,

CAIRO (AP). — The commander 
of the UN Emergency Force in the 
Middle East denied Friday that his 
troops were on special alert in anti- 
cipation of possible military action 
by Egypt along the Sinai front. 

Unef commander Lt.-Gen. Ensio 
Siilasvuo said there was no basis 
for speculation that the 4,000-man 
buffer force in Sinai had been alert- 
ed after Egypt's War Minister said 
on Thursday his troops could return 
to Sinai in force “if the need arises.” 
Field Marshal Abmed Ismail was 
quoted by the Egyptian press as 
saying Egypt would take part if 
the Syrian front fighting grew more 
serious. 

Siilasvuo was scheduled to fiy to 
Jerusalem on Friday to meet with 
Israeli officials and to say farewell 
to the commander of Unefs north- 
erm brigade in Sinai, Peruvian Bri- 
gadier Gaston O’Brien, who complet- 
ed his tour of duty.

populations. The use of aircraft by 
Syria is an escalation initiative, 
not surprisingly, at this point, In 
view of Moscow’s promises of a 
steady supply of sophisticated arms 
to Syria. Also somewhat ominous 
is Egypt's statement at the Secu- 
rity Council about identifylng with 
Syria’s demands and such remarks 
as that Egyptian Jong-range mis- 
sies stand aimed at Israel's cities. 
This of course is more open to in- 
terpretation than Syria's air attack 
on three points of the front, which 
must be answered by a clear warn- 
ing that the IDF stands ready. 

Hatzofe (Nat'l Religious) says 
the public at large has no interest 
in elections at this point and scores 
those who object to a broad, united, 
responsible and credible coalition — 
the only one the paper regards as 
viable at this juncture. 


No ‘path of peace’ for Syria 


Neue Zuercher Zeitung (Zurich) 
says: “While Egypt has clearly de- 
cided to pursue a course of peace 
along the lines of Henry Kissinger's 
concepts, no such decision has been 
taken in Syria. The Russians are 
trying to steer the Syrians along 
the Kremlin's particular “path of 
peace’ — but they are evidently 
not so much interested in attaining 
a viable compromise settlement as 
in dominating at least the Syrian 
piece on the Mideast chessboard and 
moving it in the way that suits 
them best. 

The New York Times says: “With 
tantalizing deliberation, Middle East- 
ern oil-producing countries are grad- 
ually awakening to the wisdom and 
the necessity of spreading some of 
their windfall riches among their 
less-blessed Third World partners. 
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Regrettably the amounts of new 
development capital now under dis- 
cussion still represent only a frac- 
tion of the anticipated need. 

“So far, the various aid pro- 
grammes from the oil producers are 
fragmented, without any  institu- 
tional coordination. Many of the pro- 
grammes seem hedged and mani- 
pulative, plagued with national rival- 
ries and bids for partisan advantage. 
No less than 10 separate assistance 
programmes have been announced 
by the oil producers. An effort by 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries to present a joint 
aid package to the current special 
session of the UN General Assembly 
has yet to reach the level of a 
commitment, 

“An implicit tension between the 
oil-rich nations and the hard-pressed 
consumers of the developing world 
is growing outside the assembly 
hall, sheltered by the rhetoric from 
the rostrum which centres on the 
less controversial issues that have 
Jong separated the Third World from 
the industrialized powers. 

“A new analysis by the World 
Bank stresses that while all oi] con- 
Sumers have been hit by the 400 
per cent increase in oil prices last 
year, it is the developing countries 
whose economies are most threaten- 
ed. According to this assessment, the 
additional capital requirements aris- 
ing from the increase In oil and 
other commodity prices will reach 
$10,000m over the next two years. 
The most ambitious of the various 
aid proposals so far discussed would 
probably not exceed $3,000m.

EVERYBODY --- from the highest 
echelons in Government circles to 
the youthfui street demonstrators 
-- is now talking of “ministerial 
responsibility.” This has become the 
newest catchword. the latest pana- 
cca for all ills. But most people — 
from those same highest echelons 
to those same youthful demonstra- 
tors have only the vaguest 
idea what ministerial responsibility 

means, 

Both the Agranat Commission 
and the Minister of Justice have 
tried to explain the concept, but 
apparently without much success. 


Perhaps because they couched their 


explanations in too legalistic a ter- 
minology for the layman to com- 
prehend the asubileties and niceties 
of the concept. Let us try to re- 
duce it to ordinary, everyday lan- 
guage. 

S. A. de Smith, in his book 
“Constitutional and Administrative 
Law," states: “Ministers are politi- 
cally answerable in respect of mat- 
ters lying within their statutory or 
conventional fields of responsibility, 
They are responsible not only for 
their personal acts but for the con- 
duct of their Departments.” 

This concept of ministerial res- 
ponsibility has been accepted and 
practised in Israel from the begin- 
ning of the State. But all that it 
Tmeans is that a minister has to 
answer in the Knesset and to the 
Government for the acts and con- 
duct of his department, 

And what. exactly does that 
mean? It means that the Knesset 
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the minister for any shortcomings 
in his department and even express 
its non-confidence in him. But it 
does not mean that every time 
there is something wrong in a 
minister's department however 
radical and deep-seated the wrong 
may be — he must sutomaticailly 
resign. 

What both the Agranat Commis- 
sion and the Minister of Justice 
tried to explain was that parliamen- 
tary, or ministerial, responsibility 
is a precept of constitutional law; 
but that the question of the re- 
signation of a minister is a matter 
of tradition and political practice. 

Old tradition 

In England, which is the birth- 
place of munisterial responsibility, 
there is ἃ centuries-old tradition 
that a mlnister will resign if his 
own personal conduct is not be- 
fitting his office (whether it be be- 
cause he lied to Parliament about 
his use of the services of a call- 
girl, like Profumo, or because he 
divulged budget secrets. like Dal- 
ton) or if he is asked to resign by 
his Prime Minister, or his party. 
In Israe! which is, after all, only 
26 years old, there is stil} no 
“tradition” in this respect, 

In fact, anyone with a long me- 
mory will recall that in 1959, dur- 
ing the crisis over the sale of Is- 
raell-made arms to Germany, the 
late David Ben-Gurion demanded 
that the Ahdut Ha’avoda and 
Mapam ministers in his coalition 
eabinet resign, and they simply re- 
fused to do so, with the result that 


was eventually foreed. however, by 
his inability to form another gov- 
ernment, to centinue to head a 
earetaker government containing 
those very same ministers with 
whom he had refused ito sit 
for a period of six months 
until general elections took place. 
(Incidentally, a study of the news- 
papers during the 1959 government 
erisis reveals the age-old truth that 
there is nothing really new under 
the sun: There was great talk 
about the pros and cons of forming 
a minority government and about 
the need for electoral reform; and 
there was even a bitter “Who is a 
Jew” dispute being waged at the 
same time.) 

If, therefore, a minister does not 
react to public criticism and if the 
Knesset, or the minister's party, 
do not demand the resigna- 
tion of a minister, then all that 
the government can do — if they 
do not elect to support him and lend 
him their collective backing — is 
to let him remain in office, not 
necessarily in silence. The Prime 
Minister may, however, transfer any 
minister to another government 
office or may resort to the tactic 
of resigning and thus bring down 
the government together with the 
recalcitrant minister. 

In short, no legal pressure to 
resign can be brouzht to bear on a 
minister. The only pressure to 
which he can be subjected is politi- 
eal pressure.

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responsibility 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, —- I would like to offer the 
following comments concerning the 
current question of ministerial re- 
sponsibility, with particular refer- 
ence to the practice in Britain. 

There are two types of ministerial 
responsibility: 

(1) Collective responsibility, where- 
by the entire cabinet or government 
is responsible for all policies, even 
those policies of individual min- 
igters, since such policies, theoreti- 
cally, have been agreed to by the 
whole government. The test of col- 
lective responsibility is normally by 
general elections. The electorate 
considers the government as a whole 
responsible for its successes and 
failures and votes accordingly. 

(2) Individual responsibility: this 
concerns cases where an individual 
minister or a group of ministers re- 
signs (a) because of disagreement 
with government policy; in other 
words, when the minister does not 
agree with a particular policy for- 
mulated by the government as 8 
whole, he resigns, thereby relieving 
himself of collective responsibility. 
(b) because of personal indiscretion. 


Consequently, (1) it can be argued 
that collective responsibility for the 
war (its failures and successes) was 
tested at the December elections 
and the government was given a 
renewed mandate, The Agranat re- 
port does not really change the 
situation since the question of the 
unpreparedness on the eve of the 
Yom Kippur War was fully debated 
before ‘the publication of the report. 
(2) Various ministers, including 
Moshe Dayan, have come out in 
public against agreed government 
policy. In such instances, the par- 
ticular minister should have resig- 
ned. This last argument is weaken- 
ed ‘by the facts of coalition life 
where inter-party as well as intra- 
party conflicts complicate the 
situation.

Sir, — As a friend of Israel who 
was in Jerusalem during the Octo- 
ber War, I have been following 
events and developments in your 
country with deep interest — not 
least because of the reports in re- 
cent months of growing disillusion- 
ment and doubt. May I be allowed 
to make three observations? 

The first is that, to most of us 
in the world outside the Middle 
Bast, Israel's performance in tthe 
October War was epic. Doubtless 
there were failures in military plan- 
ning and intelligence. They only 
meant that the courage, fortitude 
and flair of your fighting men were 
more brilliantly displayed even than 
in 1967. From ‘the commanders 
downwards, Israelis have every right 
to be proud of themselves. Recrimi- 
nation is out of place. ᾿ 

The second observation is that 
the “great debate" ~ on your coun- 
try’s condition and future — was 
something which had 'to come, in 
any event. The October War merely 
hastened it. It is a sign of an un- 
derlying soundness of political health 
and national character. Once again, 
it need not be based on recrimina- 
tion and complaint, ‘but on the sober 
spirit of inquiry which I, for one, 
believe is its real motive force. 

Finally, may I assure you that 
your friends in this country, and 
in the western world in general, 
will not lose faith in your country 
and your people for one moment. 
Self-analysis may be as necessary 
at this moment as self-control and 
self-confidence have been in giving 
Israel the stature of the greatest 
small country in the history of the 
world. 

All of us in the outside world who 
love Israel — and I write as a Gen- 
tile — believe in her and salute her. 
For we know that Israel is capable 
of showing the same courage and 
imagination in seeking peace, as 
Israel has shown on the battiefleld.
